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TWO attackers have been 
locked up for horrific violence 
which left their victim needing 
surgery to rebuild his face. 

Michael Sheldrake and Lee Sparks, 
both 23, knocked Simon Herzog to the 
ground and kicked him in the head 
after a confrontation in a Newmarket 
car park. 

Mr Herzog’s face was battered “beyond 
recognition” and he needed emergency 
surgery to help him to breathe. He was in 
intensive care for seven days and is facing 
further operations eight months after the 
incident. 

Sparks was given a 50-month jail 
sentence with an extended three-year 
licence period after his release. 

He admitted causing grievous bodily 
harm and actual bodily harm. 

Sheldrake was given a 40-month 
sentence for grievous bodily harm. 

The men, both of Laurel Close, Red 
Lodge, admitted the charges. 

The hearing, at Ipswich Crown Court, 
was disrupted by shouts from the public 
gallery and led to security officers being 
called in. 

Judge John Holt told Sparks, who has 20 
previous convictions for 42 offences - six 
involving violence: “You are a significant 
risk to members of the public of serious 
harm caused by violence.”

The court heard at an 
earlier hearing that the 
violence broke out in 
Newmarket’s park and ride 
site in Willie Snaith Road in 
the early hours of July 31. 

It followed an incident in 
the car park of the Tesco store 
opposite when a Mercedes 
car driven by Mr Herzog’s 
partner Marie Massott was 
involved in a minor collision 
with a Ford Focus. 

Mr Herzog was left uncon¬ 
scious after being kicked 
more than 10 times, 
prosecutor David Wilson told 
the court. 

Miss Massott also suffered 
bruising to her face and body. 

A witness, who sub¬ 
sequently told police she 
wanted to withdraw her 
statement, had said that Mr 
Herzog had struck the first 
blow after getting out of his 
car with Miss Massott. 

After the incident Sparks 


asked his father to dispose of 
blood-stained clothing and 
shoes. 

Lawyers for Sheldrake and 
Sparks said there had been 
“an element of provocation” 
but they had gone too far. 

After the hearing Det Sgt 
Carl Dye, of Suffolk police, 
said: “This was an horrific 
incident and both victims are 
still suffering the consequen¬ 
ces of these assaults eight 
months on. 

“One of the victims sus¬ 
tained severe facial fractures, 
for which he is still receiving 
medical treatment.” 

He added: “I commend 
their bravery in helping 
detectives after the attack, 
and also would like to praise 
a number of significant 
witnesses who came forward 
and provided vital evidence 
to the case. Without their 
assistance these two men 
would not have been brought 
to justice.” 



£2m boost to 
catch burglars 

THE region’s police forces have 
been handed a £2 million cash 
boost to catch burglars. 

Kit including surveillance cameras 
and tracking equipment is to be 
bought by police in East Anglia, 
Home Office minister Alan 
Campbell has announced. 

The money from the Securing 
Homes programme was allocated 
to 16 forces across the country. 
The forces will buy technology 
such as automatic number plate 
recognition systems, tracking 
equipment, forensic scanners, 
intruder alarms and CCTV. 

Mr Campbell said burglary had 
fallen by 54 per cent since 1997. 
“However, we can still do more and 
this funding is just one part of a 
wider strategy to ensure this 
downward trend continues. 

“This new equipment will not only 
help police catch the criminals who 
harm communities, it will help 
prevent crime as well. Once 
burglars realise the home they’re 
breaking into might be covered by 
hidden cameras they might start to 
think twice.” 

He said, 60,000 homes across the 
country were being made more 
secure and the net would be tight¬ 
ened on known offenders.

MOTORISTS will pay more 
for parking in Newmarket 
from Tuesday. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has increased the charges at the 
town’s car parks for the first time 
since charges were contro¬ 
versially introduced five years 
ago. 

The current charges are 30p 
for two hours and 60p for three 
hours with a half-hour free 
period. 

The free half-hour will 
disappear when the new charges 
come into effect. 

But parking will be free after 
4pm. Currently charges apply 
until 6pm. 

In the town's long stay car 
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parks the new charges will be: 
50p for up to two hours parking 
90p for up to three hours £1.60 
for up to four hours and £1.75 
for up to eight hours. 

These charges will apply in the 
Church Lane, Grosvenor Yard 
and All Saints car parks. 

In The Guineas, Market 
Square and Rous Road short stay 
car parks the new charges will 
be: 50p for up to two hours and 
90p for up to three hours. 

Parking will continue to be 
free for motorcyclists, as long as 
they park in the allocated 
motorbike spaces, and for 


disabled badge holders. 

Car drivers are being handed 
leaflets about the increases 
which are being introduced to 
boost the council’s income. 

The council has previously not 
made a profit from parking 
charges. 

Consultants employed by the 
council are preparing a report 
on public consultation about 
further charges for parking - 
including a possible residents’ 
parking scheme and pay and 
display parking in the High 
Street.

Farmers face prosecution 
over tractor driver’s death 

FARMERS are being prosecuted over an 
accident which led to the death of a tractor 
driver from Newmarket. 

Sam Foley, 24, from Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, died in July, 2007, in an accident 
on a farm at Snetterton, Norfolk. 

Mr Foley, who also worked as a heath man for 
Jockey Club Estates, was honoured with a 
procession of tractors at his funeral in 
Dullingham. 

Now Timothy John Wyatt and Jonathan Pearn 
Wyatt, trading as Pearn Wyatt and Son and 
based at Grange Farm, Snetterton, Norfolk, 
have admitted breaching Section 2(1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work etc Act 1974, in 
that they failed to ensure the health, safety and 
welfare at work of all their employees 
including Sam Foley. 

But they are contesting the extent of their 
blame for the accident - which the inquest 
into Mr Foley’s death heard happened when a 
tow-ring on the trailer broke causing part of it 
to crash into the tractor’s cab. 

Norwich Crown Court is due to hear the case 
on July 6 to 8. 

Raiders escape with cash 
after bank burglary 

BANK raiders got away with a “substantial” 
amount of money after breaking open a cash 
machine. 

The burglars broke into the Lloyds TSB branch 
in High Street, Lakenheath, on Tuesday night. 
Three men forced the locks on the front door 
at around 11.45pm before using cutting 
equipment to remove the loading door from 
the cash machine. 

The balaclava-clad gang were all dressed in 
dark clothing. 

They were said to be driving a silver-coloured 
estate car which had blue neon lights fitted 
underneath.

A DECISION on Lord 
Derby’s controversial 
plan to build 1,200 
homes on his land at 
Newmarket is now 
unlikely to be taken 
before June. 

Forest Heath district 
councillors voted by a majority 
to delay a decision on the 
scheme at a special planning 
committee meeting last week. 

Afterwards Lord Derby, who 
addressed the meeting, said he 
felt the decision was sensible. 

He again promised that he 
would “ensure that New¬ 
market’s racing heritage is not 
detrimentally affected”. 

He said he would stop the 
development of his Hatchfield 
Farm after the first 600 homes 
were built if there was a 
“material impact” on the 
racing industry. 

But William Gittus, mana¬ 
ging director of Jockey Club

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Estates who spoke against the 
scheme on behalf of the racing 
industry, said, after the 
meeting: “Clearly we’re 
disappointed. I think there 
were good grounds for it to 
have been refused.” 

Rachel Hood, who chairs the 
Save Historic Newmarket 
action group, said: “We’re not 
too down-hearted because we 
believe the council will turn it 
down next time.” 

Leading personalities from 
the racing industry were 
among around 100 objectors 
who waved placards and 
banged on windows of the 
district council’s headquarters 
at Mildenhall before the 
meeting. 

Racehorse trainers James 
Fanshawe, William Haggas and 
John Berry were among 
opponents of the scheme who

filled the public gallery and an 
overflow room where they 
were able to watch the debate 
via a television link. 

Road experts from Suffolk 
County Council and the 
Highways Agency said the 


scheme could not be approved 
because they had not had time 
to analyse the effect the 
scheme would have on traffic. 
But they said any traffic 
problems could be overcome. 

Council planners argued 
that a decision on the 
planning application should 
be put off to allow more time 
to consider a report by the 
government inspector who 
considered the development 
framework for the next 20 
years. 

The inspector, Paul Crysell, 
has said proposals to build 
new homes in “north east 
Newmarket” - effectively the 
same area as Hatchfield Farm 
- were “sound” and would not 
harm racing. 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
speaking on behalf of the town 
council, said the scheme’s 
damage to the industry would 
be “a local disaster and 
national humiliation”. 


Sports pitch proposals for racehorse paddocks 


RACEHORSE paddocks could be used to 
provide new sports pitches in proposals 
supported by district councillors. 

Land in Newmarket could be released 
from restrictions designed to prevent the 
development of horseracing land or 
buildings for any unrelated purpose. 

The land, at the junction of Hamilton 
Road and Exning Road, is owned by Jockey 
Club Estates and was previously 
considered as a possible site for a new 
swimming pool before it was built on the 
leisure centre site. 

The proposal is part of the site 
allocations as part of Forest Heath’s 
development framework for the next 20 
years. 

The release of the land would allow the 
nearby George Lambton playing fields to 
be developed with a mixture of houses and 


business units - including a new Tesco 
store. It was one of a number of sites 
considered by the district council's local 
development framework working group 
this week. 

The group agreed a list of sites for 
consultation at a meeting on Tuesday. But 
they excluded the Rous Road car park from 
future development plans. 

At the same meeting, the group 
confirmed that it had ruled out allowing 
some development on the Queensbury 
Lodge stables site. 

A previous proposal had suggested that 
part of the land could be developed for 
housing but part of it had to be maintained 
as stables. 

Queensbury Lodge, a listed building in 
the High Street, and the stables, have not 
been used for training racehorses for 


around 30 years and are in a near-derelict 
state. 

They have been the subject of 
continuing planning battles between 
developer and racehorse owner Bill 
Gredley, whose charitable trust now owns 
the site, and the district council. 

But councillors have ruled that the land, 
where Mr Gredley has proposed a hotel 
and a care home, should be kept for racing 
purposes. 

The working group identified the nearby 
former swimming pool, which closed more 
than a year ago, as a site to be developed for 
housing. Councillors also set new policies 
on the racing industry which would allow 
some land to be developed. 

Talks are due to take place next month 
with the Horseman’s Group which 
represents the industry.

Crackdown on hoax 
999 callers 

HOAX callers have been warned 
they could be punished. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service is reminding them 
they could have their phones 
disconnected and face police 
action. 

Last summer, the service 
lowered the age for prosecuting 
hoax callers from 16 to 10. Hoax 
calls dropped by 13.5 per cent, 
from 185 in September to January 
2008/09 to 160 in the same 
period the following year.

“Dialling 999 when there is no 
emergency is an extremely serious 
matter, as it could delay crews 
from attending a real emergency 
when someone’s life is at serious 
risk.” 
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Child care suffers 
after row over costs 


A CLASH over treatment of an 
ill child involving Cambridge¬ 
shire social workers should 
never have reached the High 
Court, a watchdog said this 
week. 

The six-year-old boy, who has 
a heart condition, was born in 
the Orkney Islands but his 
parents were unable to look 
after him and he has been 
cared for by a Cambridgeshire 
family for most of his life. 

Scottish officials halted 
payments to the foster parents 
for the boy’s care, arguing the 
English authority should take 
over. 

But Shire Hall refused, 
arguing it was normal for the 
“birth” council to continue 
paying, and the dispute event¬ 
ually reached the High Court. 

Mr Justice Hedley could not 
make a decision because nei¬ 
ther authority was prepared to 
carry out an assessment of the 
needs of the child, known as “I”, 
and his carers. 

A report by the Social Work 
Inspection Agency said at Mon¬ 
day’s hearing that legal wrang¬ 
ling had destabilised the boy’s 
placement with his carers. 

Alexis Jay, chief inspector of 
social work, said: “While 
acknowledging the complex¬ 
ities of this case, this review has 
concluded that the dispute 


should never have got to the 
High Court and that events 
came to be dominated by legal 
process and interpretation, 
rather than the best interests of 
the child. 

“Failure to agree about many 
aspects of the case has resulted 
in delays to some important 
decisions being made. 

“This has directly impacted 
on the support to the child and 
his carers at various stages. 

“This is important not just for 
the child but also for ensuring 
ongoing discussion and contact 
between the two councils in 
relation to the child, his birth 
parents and his wider family.” 

A deal has now been reached 
which sees Orkney Islands 
Council reimburse its 
Cambridgeshire counterpart for 
care costs. The Cambridge- 
based authority spends more 
than £350,000 annually funding 
children from the county who 
live elsewhere in the country in 
similar circumstances. 

Gordon Jeyes, its executive 
director of children’s services, 
said: “Children’s services in 
Cambridgeshire have always 
sought to provide the most 
effective support for this child 
and his carers. This will 
continue and we are pleased 
that agreement has been 
reached regarding the funding.”

A POLICE officer was 
rugby-tackled and 
pinned down by a man 
he was trying to arrest, a 
court heard. 

It took five officers - and the 
use of PAVA irritant spray - to 
arrest Gavin Jacobs, 23. 

Now he has been ordered to 
do 120 hours of unpaid work 
as part of an 18-month 
community order imposed by 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds. 

He has also been told to 
attend an aggression replace¬ 
ment programme and pay 
£150 prosecution costs. 

Jacobs, of Granby Street, 
Newmarket, appeared in court 
to be sentenced after being 
convicted, at an earlier 
hearing, of assaulting a police 
officer, resisting police officers 
and causing harassment or 
alarm. He had denied the 
charges. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, 
said an original charge of 
racially-aggravated abuse was 
dismissed. 

But he said Jacobs made 
racist threats to a neighbour 
after he was arrested. 

The court heard that the 
incident happened at about 
lam on November 7 after 
Rodney O’Brien, who was 
living in the same flats as 
Jacobs in Park Lane, 
Newmarket, called police to 
complain about damage 
caused to his door.

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Mr Lowson said Pc Hylton 
Garrick went into Jacobs’ flat 
to try to arrest him on 
suspicion of causing the 
damage. 

But Jacobs refused to be 
handcuffed and shoved the 
officer causing him to fall on 
the bed. 

“He then lunged at him in a 
rugby-style tackle and the 
officer’s head hit the wall,” 
said Mr Lowson. 

“He pinned the officer 
down with his full body 
weight.” 

Other officers tried to pull 
him off and used a PAVA spray. 
As he was being taken out of 
the flats he yelled racial abuse 
at Mr O’Brien. 

Declan Gallagher, defence 
solicitor, said Jacobs still 
maintained his innocence and 
said he had contested the case 
on the basis that he was not 
responsible for the damage to 
Mr O’Brien’s door and should 
not have been arrested. 

Mr Gallagher said: “There is 
no doubt that he has 
significant issues with the 
police and authority figures.” 

He said Jacobs, who has 
previous convictions, had 
been evicted from his flat 
because of the incident and 
was now staying with friends. 

“His attitude is at the root of 
his offending behaviour,” said 
Mr Gallagher. 



Rare blooms go on public display 


RARE hyacinths from a national 
plant collection have been planted 
in a colourful roadside display. 

Six varieties of blooms - the 
oldest dating from more than 140 
years ago - have been included in 
a public display in Newmarket. 

The 1,500 bulbs were supplied 
to the Newmarket in Bloom 
organisation by Alan Shipp, who 
holds the national collection of 
hyacinths at his Waterbeach farm. 

Hyacinths were popular for 
public flower displays in Victorian 
times, but are rarely used today 
when tulips and daffodils are 
more common. 

The idea for using them in the 
flower beds outside Newmarket’s 


Catholic Church at the junction of 
Exeter Road and Fred Archer Way 
was adopted after Jo Cobb, a 
Cambridge college gardener and a 
member of the Newmarket in 
Bloom committee, saw a replica 
Victorian display at Mr Shipp’s 
open day last year. 

He switched to hyacinths from 
more conventional farm crops in 
1985 and now raises up to 
200,000 bulbs of 180 varieties at 
his nursery near Bottisham lock. 

He is believed to be the only 
British post-war grower of 
hyacinths and the only grower of 
large quantities of historic 
varieties in the world. 

Mr Shipp, 72, said after viewing 


the Newmarket displays: “They’re 
looking beautiful, even though 
some are being swamped by the 
other plants.” 

The hyacinths include, white, 
yellow, red and blue varieties. The 
oldest ones date from 1863 and 
the most recent from 1983. 

A spokesman for Newmarket in 
Bloom said: “The use of a 
National Plant Collection in a 
Britain in Bloom display shows 
one of a variety of ways a 
collection can be used. It also 
highlights the relevance and 
importance of conserving our 
plant heritage to enable historic 
plants to be made available for 
current and future gardeners.” 


A display of 660 of Mr Shipp’s 
bulbs has been created at the 
National Trust’s Wimpole Hall 
using an adapted 1835 planting 
plan. 

The long cold winter forced Mr 
Shipp to delay his open day at 
Waterbeach which will now be 
held on April 10 and 11.

Girl, 15, flees after two men approach 


POLICE are investigating reports that two 
men accosted a teenage girl. 

The incident happened in Brandon 
Road, Mildenhall, between 7.30pm and 
7.40pm on Lriday when the men 
approached the 15-year-old.

Villagers fight plan 
for old scrapyard 


WORRIED villagers are 
opposing plans to develop 
a former scrapyard into a 
“materials recovery facil¬ 
ity” 

The scheme at the former 
railway station in Fordham, 
could bring about 75 lorry 
journeys through the village. 

Special meetings have been 
held by the parish council to get 
residents’ views about the 
scheme proposed by Essex- 
based company P F Ahern. 

The ultimate decision on 
whether to allow the develop¬ 
ment rests with Cambridgeshire 
County Council, but East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
is due to give its views on the

scheme after councillors discuss 
it at a planning committee 
meeting on Wednesday. 

Fordham Parish Council has 
objected to Ahern’s proposals 
which include the demolition of 
the old station building and the 
construction of new buildings to 
sort and recover a range of 
materials for recycling, service 
the company’s lorries and 
provide office and other facilities 
for the up to 20 people who will 
be employed there. 

The station, which closed 
more than 40 years ago together 
with the railway line, was 


previously used as a scrapyard. 

Hugh Palmer, who chairs the 
parish council, said: “There’s a 
lot of strong feelings about this. 

“We felt as a council that it was 
correct for us to support the 
parishioners living nearby. 

“ We believe that an operation 
of this kind should be on an 
industrial estate and should not 
spoil people’s amenity and 
property values.” 

He said there was particular 
concern about the number of 
lorries which would be bringing 
waste from a 25-mile radius of 
the site. 

He added: “The company has 
said they will use the A142, but if 
they’re coming from that radius 
then some will come through the 
village.” 


A report by district council 
planners does not suggest that 
the scheme should be supported 
or opposed. 

But it says that the six-acre site 
had been cleared and tidied in 
recent years. 

A report by Ahern’s con¬ 
sultants says the scheme follows 
national, regional and local 
policies on development and 
waste disposal. 

It concludes: “It can clearly be 
seen that any negative impacts 
will be outweighed by the many 
benefits the proposed appli¬ 
cation will provide for the area.”

Toilets given reprieve 
are already closed 


PUBLIC toilets have 
been closed - even 
though councillors 
granted them a 
temporary reprieve. 

The toilets in 
Newmarket High 
Street, next to the 
Memorial Hall, have 
been out of action for a 
month, it has been 
revealed. 

But last week district 
councillors voted to 
keep the toilets open 
temporarily while they 
get more information 
about the cost of 
refurbishment and the 
possibility of charging 
for using the toilets. 

Toilets in Mildenhall 
and Lakenheath are 
also due to be closed. 

Now a Forest Heath 
District Council 
spokeswoman has 
confirmed that the 
High Street toilets have 
been closed since the 
beginning of March 


“due to no power and 
water supply”. 

She said: “We are 
talking with New¬ 
market Town Council 
to establish who is 
responsible.” 

The closure leaves 
the town with just one 
operational toilet block 
- outside the Guineas 
shopping centre. 

District councillors 
had been recommen¬ 
ded to go ahead with 
the closure of the three 
toilets to save money. 

But they decided to 
ask for more infor¬ 
mation about the cost 
of refurbishment and 
whether charges could 
be made for using the 
toilets. 

They asked for a 
report to be prepared 
for the district council’s 
community services 
committee at the end 
of April.

Around the racing 
world in 60 days 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE 
takes a look behind the 
racing scene to bring 
you news from in and 
around the stables. 


FORMER Grand Nat¬ 
ional winner Bob 
Champion is setting off 
next month on a 
challenge to visit all 60 
of Britain’s racecourses 
in 60 days. 

The Newmarket-based ex¬ 
jockey, whose 1981 victory 
on Aldaniti after surviving a 
battle with cancer has been 
made into a film, is aiming to 
raise money for his Cancer 
Trust and the Injured lockeys 
Fund. 

He hopes to raise £250,000 
during the challenge in 
which he will cover 10,000 


miles. 

He is being sponsored by 
sports car manufacturer 
Lotus which is supplying one 
of its latest Evora cars for 
him to use. 


Each of the race courses 
he will visit - apart from 
Taunton where there will be 
a special event - will have a 
normal race meeting on the 
day that he calls. 


Bob, 61, who lives in 
Cheveley, said: “I was trying 
to think of ways to raise 
money for my Cancer Trust 
and we found that nobody 
had ever done 60 
racecourses in 60 days. 

“I’m doing it to promote 
racing as well as raise money 
for the two charities.” 

The money for the Bob 
Champion Cancer Trust will 
fund its research into 
prostate cancer which is 
being carried out at a 
dedicated unit at London’s 
Royal Marsden Hospital. 

He is due to set off from 
Ascot on April 18 with the 
aim of visiting a racecourse 
every day. He is due to visit 
Newmarket on Sunday, May 
2, when the 1000 Guineas 
race will be run. 

He said he had looked at 
starting the challenge from 
the Grand National at 
Aintree eight days earlier, but 
it meant the rest of the 
schedule would not have 
worked out. 

As part of the challenge he 
hopes that 50 supporters will 
join him at each course with 
each of them raising or 
donating at least £50. 

They will be entitled to 
free entry to the club 
enclosure at their chosen 
race meeting as well as a 
photo opportunity with Bob 
and some of the jockeys 
taking part in the day’s 
racing. 

They will also get a free bet 
and a draw ticket. 

He is due to complete the 
challenge at the Royal Ascot 
meeting on fune 16 when the 
winning tickets in the 
Golden 60:60 Draw will be 
selected.

TV licence checkers out and about during holidays 


HOTELS and guest houses are being 
warned to make sure they have a TV 
licence. 

According to Visit Britain, UK 
holidaymakers took 16 per cent fewer 
trips abroad last year, preferring to stay 
in Britain instead. 

With the Easter holidays fast 
approaching, TV Licensing is warning 
accommodation providers that officers 
will be checking out addresses over the 
holidays. 


Anyone who offers rooms, caravans 
and chalets as short-stay accom¬ 
modation can apply for a Hotel and 
Mobile Unit Licence. 

This means that they buy one licence 
for the first 15 units of accommodation, 
then a further licence for each sub¬ 
sequent five units. 

Holiday parks with fewer than 15 units 
of accommodation still need to apply for 
the Hotel and Mobile Unit Licence, but 
just pay the equivalent of one TV Licence 


-£145.50 from April 1. 

Any privately owned caravans or 
holiday chalets on site must be covered 
by their own licence and do not come 
under the responsibility of the holiday 
park. 

Accommodation providers without a 
Hotel and Mobile Unit licence face a 
fine of £1,000.

Cheveley 

AT the meeting of Cheveley Parish 
Council on Tuesday, March 9, a 
presentation was given by 
Cambridgeshire ACRE on the 
outcome of the Cheveley Housing 
Needs Survey regarding affordable 
housing in the village. 

The response had been very 
positive with around 25% of the 
questionnaires being returned, 
many with positive comments about 
the scheme. 

It was estimated that to fulfil all 
current and immediate housing 
need in Cheveley, 15 new affordable 
homes would need to be built. The 
parish council will be kept informed 
of progress in advancing the 
scheme. 

Further damage had occurred to the 
war memorial. A quotation would be 
obtained to rectify this and the 
potential to refurbish the memorial 
would be considered. 

The cleaning is still expected to be 
carried out when the weather 
improves. 

There was an overwhelming 
response from children living in the 
parish to the survey regarding 
possible provision of additional play 
equipment at the recreation ground. 
The parish council agreed to add 
additional funds to the grant 
available from the Big Lottery Fund, 
via East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, in order to supply and 
install the top two choices of the 
children. 

A 25m zip wire and a Trim Trail 
package should therefore be in 
place by the summer. 

The first meeting of the Friends of 
Cheveley Cemetery had taken place 
on Sunday, March 7 and their 
suggestions for enhancing the look 


of the cemetery were outlined. The 
first working meeting was due to 
take place the following Saturday 
with regular dates following. Anyone 
interested would be very welcome. 

A request from Barnados for a 
fundraising textile bank in the parish 
was considered and it was agreed 
that they should be invited to site 
this alongside the other recycling 
banks at the recreation ground. 
Notices were to be put in place at 
the recreation ground to warn 
anyone fly-tipping there that this is 
illegal and that they could be 
prosecuted.

S TANDING on 
the doorstep, 
her head 

spinning and heart 
hammering, Sue 
Jiggins was a bag of 
nerves. 

Adopted at birth, the 
56-year-old was about to 
meet her biological 
mother for the very first 
time - and she was 
terrified. 

“I had a terrible pain in 
my chest; I thought I was 
going to have a heart 
attack,” admits Sue, with a 
laugh. “It felt like I was 
about to go on stage but I

hadn’t rehearsed my lines 

- or that I was going for a 
job interview. I was hiding 
behind my husband like a 
child! I kept thinking: 
‘What if she doesn’t like 
the look of me?”’ 

Ever since the Girton 
woman discovered she 
was adopted-her 
adoptive mother broke 
the news when she was 10 

- Sue had dreamed of 
finding her birth family; 
finally, after months of 
hard work and soul- 
searching, the moment of 
reunion had arrived. 

“My sister opened the 
door,” remembers Sue. 
“And there was my 
mother, standing behind 
her. I said: ‘It’s really nice 
to meet you’ and she 
smiled... It was an odd 
feeling, being there with 
these complete strangers, 
but knowing they were 
actually my family. 

“No matter what 
happens in the future, 
even if I never see them 
again, I will always be glad 
I found them. I know who 
my family are now; I know 
who I am.” 

Sue, herself a mum-of- 


four, was born in Surrey in 
the winter of 1953. Until 
last year, all she knew was 
that she had been placed 
in a children’s home at 
birth and adopted at 10 
weeks old; Sue now knows 
that her parents, both 
Australian, had met in 
London, got together and 
had her out of wedlock. At 
the time, she explains, 
that was quite a scandal. 

“My mother, Margaret, 
was the youngest of 
seven. Her mother died 
when she was only three 
and she was raised by her 
older sister, who was 11,” 
Sue recounts. 

“When I was born she 
felt she couldn’t keep me; 
she thought her father, 
who was quite elderly by 
then, would be very upset 
if she arrived back in 
Australia with a baby. So 
she put me in the 
children’s home.” 

Adopted by a childless 
couple from Cambridge, 
the Vickers, Sue says the 
first three years of her life 
were happy. Her new 
parents had lost two 
babies at six months old, 
so she was a badly wanted 


child. 

But then her mother, 
Sylvia, fell ill. Doctors 
diagnosed a tumour on 
the spine - and gave her a 
matter of weeks to live. “It 
must have been 
devastating for her and 
my father,” says Sue. 
“They’d waited so long to 
have a family and, so soon 
after they got me, their 
world fell apart.” 

Although Sylvia defied 
the doctors’ predictions - 
she actually lived for 
years, well into her 60s - 
she was an invalid for 
most of Sue’s childhood. 
For six years she was in 
and out of hospital and, 
even when she was at 
home, she was pretty 
much confined to bed. 

“I had no relationship 
with my mother at all, to 
be honest,” admits Sue. “I 
used to sit on her lap for 
five minutes and that 
would be it, she’d be too 
tired. And my father was 
out at work: he wanted to 
run his own business and 
he was very determined. 

“I spent most of my 
time with au pairs or with 
the cleaner - she was the 


one who organised my 
birthday parties. The one 
thing I wanted more than 
anything was a brother or 
sister to play with. I ended 
up playing with the cats: 
there was one Siamese, in 
particular, who was very 
friendly, so I used to put 
him in a pushchair and 
wheel him round the 
garden.” 

Sue spent the early 
years of her life in Girton - 
in the very house she lives 
in now. But, when she was 
10, her parents decided to 
relocate to a bungalow in 
Cambridge. “It was when 
we moved that my mother 
told me I was adopted,” 
says Sue. “I was 10 at the 
time and I couldn’t take it 
in, I couldn’t believe it. I 
remember thinking: ‘But I 
thought I was your child’.” 

Sue met her husband, 
Peter, when they were 
young teenagers. “We 
actually met at fesus 
Green swimming pool,” 
she recounts. “It was love 
at first sight. That was a 
happy time for me; as a 
child I hadn’t had many 
happy moments, so it was 
lovely.” 

The couple married 
when Sue was 21. Her 
happiness would have 
been complete - but then, 
right before the wedding, 
her father left her mother 
for a younger woman. 
“When I think about

everything she went 
through - losing her 
babies, being so ill, losing 
her husband - it does 
make me feel very sad,” 
Sue admits. 

Sue and Peter went on 
to have four children of 
their own, all boys, now 
aged from 32 to 17. 

Despite her own unhappy 
childhood experiences, 

Sue says she always 
wanted to have a family of 
her own - and give her 
children as much joy and 
love in their lives as 
possible. 

When Sue’s old home in 
Girton came up for sale, 
she and Peter decided to 
buy it; Sue says she felt 
drawn to the place, even 
though her memories of it 
were mixed. 

“I think I’m quite a 
strong person and I’ve 
certainly got a happy 
disposition,” she smiles. 
“Luckily for me, I tend to 
bounce back.” 

Sitting at her dining 
room table, Sue points out 
a collection of black and 
white photos displayed on 
a corner shelf. There are 
pictures of both her 
adoptive parents there; 
sadly, both have long since 
died - her mother of 
meningitis, aged 65. 

“I’d been thinking about 
tracing my biological 
family for years,” 
continues Sue. “I always 
wanted to find them but 
I’d never found the right 
time. It wasn’t until our 
eldest, Andre, moved out 
to Australia that I decided 
to take the plunge: I knew 
my parents were 
Australian, you see, from 
the birth certificate. And 
Andre encouraged me, he 
said he’d help. I also 
thought that time was 
running out: I knew my 
mother would be in her 
80s.” 

Using what little 
documentation she had, 
Sue started piecing her 
story together. “A social 
worker came to see me 
and suggested going 
through various agencies,” 
she says. “But I had the 
address of a house where 
my mother had lived 
when she was young; I 
knew it was a long shot, 
but I thought it couldn’t 
hurt to write.” 

A few weeks later, out of 
the blue, Sue’s phone rang 
on a Sunday afternoon. 
The Australian woman on 


the other end of the line 
explained she was now the 
occupant of the old 
address - and she knew 
Margaret, Sue’s mother. 

Put in touch with one of 
Margaret’s close friends, 
Sue started emailing her. 
“She was shocked,” says 
Sue. “She said she’d known 
my mother for 40 years 
and had no idea she’d had 
a child in London. She 
suggested I write a bit of 
an autobiography and put 
together some photos, 
send them to her and she 
would pass them on. I did 
that - but I heard nothing 
for months, four or five 
months! It was so 
frustrating.” 

Eventually, Sue heard 
from Margaret’s youngest 
daughter, Mandy. She was, 
it transpired, Sue’s full 
sister - one of her four full 
siblings. “I was so excited 
about that,” says Sue. “To 
have been raised as an 
only child and always 
dreamed of having 
brothers and sisters, well, 
it was amazing to think 
that, all that time, I was 
actually the eldest of five.” 

Although Sue was 
overjoyed to hear from 
Mandy, she was 
concerned to learn that 
Margaret’s response had 
been less enthusiastic. 
“Apparently she’d said: ‘I 
didn’t really want to go 
there’,” Sue continues. “I 
felt sad, drained, very 
upset, very emotional... 
But Mandy was really 
friendly. She said it had 
been a huge shock to find 
out about me, but that I’d 
be more than welcome to 
visit and stay with her. 
Apparently my mother 
had kept the whole thing a 
big secret.” 

Sue learned that her 
parents had married on 
returning to Australia, 
settled down together and 
had a family. She also 
discovered that Rebecca, 
the eldest of the four 
children they’d raised in 
Adelaide, was less than 12 
months her junior: Sue is 
56, Rebecca 55. That 
meant only one thing - 
that Rebecca too had been 


born out of wedlock in 
London but, for some 
reason, Margaret had 
decided to take her home 
to Australia. 

“I felt really rejected at 
that point,” admits Sue. “I 
didn’t know why she felt 
she had to give me up - yet 
felt able to keep Rebecca. 
In fact I still don’t know.” 

Yet, determined to stay 
positive, Sue decided to be 
brave - and pick up the 
phone to her birth mother 
(her biological father had 
died some time earlier). 
Mandy warned her not to 
be disappointed if their 
mum seemed a bit cool. “I 
was absolutely trembling,” 
remembers Sue. “But we 
spoke. It was a very 
strange feeling: this was 
my birth mother I was 
talking to, yet she was a 
complete stranger.” 

After making that first 
contact, Sue and Peter 
decided to take a trip to 
Australia, to both visit 
Andre and meet Sue’s 
family. Waiting at the 
airport, for her brother 
Nick to pick her up, Sue 
says she felt “horribly 
nervous”. But Nick, like the 
rest of his siblings, gave 
her a really warm 
reception. 

For the duration of the 
visit, Sue says Margaret 
was perfectly friendly, but 
she remained distant. 
Feeling unable to ask too 
many questions, for fear of 
upsetting her birth 
mother, Sue admits she 
left Australia still wanting 
some answers: why had 
her existence been kept a 
secret? Why was she put 
up for adoption, and 
Rebecca not? 

But the biggest question 
of all was answered. “I 
know now where I come 
from: it really is like 
finding that missing piece 
of the jigsaw,” says Sue. 
“When I started out on 
this journey I felt daunted, 
my mind was full of ‘What 
if this?’ and ‘What if that?’ 

“What I’ve learned is 
that, whatever you 
discover, you can’t look 
back - you just have to 
keep looking forward.”

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£ 80 k cannabis 
‘safe house’ 
keeper jailed 


A MAN who kept a 
“safe house” of drugs 
containing nearly 
£80,000 of cannabis 
has been jailed. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard how Jeremy Pearce’s 
home was turned into a 
storage warehouse for drug 
dealers in the area. 

But police rumbled the 
operation when they 
executed a search warrant 
at Pearce’s bungalow in 
Meadowlands, Burwell, 
and found the large stash 
of cannabis in the 
bedroom. 

Judge Anthony Bate sent 
Pearce, 37, to prison for 
two years after he said 
Pearce had allowed his 
house to be used for “illicit 
purposes”. 

Judge Bate added: “You 
were in the business of 
being the warehouseman. 
You provided the safe 
house for the stash of drugs 
used in a supply operation 
by others.” 


When police searched 
Pearce’s home on October 
23 last year they discovered 
several items including cel¬ 
lophane wrapped bars of 
cannabis resin, packages of 
cannabis and electronic 
scales. 

They found large quant¬ 
ities of the drug stashed 
under the bed, in drawers 
and in containers. In total 
Pearce was storing a total 
amount of cannabis with a 
wholesale value of £79,376. 
He also had £J3,880 in 
cash. 

When he was arrested, 
Pearce said he was not a 
dealer but was tasked with 
keeping the cannabis for 
others. 

Police analysed mobile 
phones found at the 
address but could find no 
evidence that he had been 
supplying the drugs. 

Pearce said he had been 
bullied into the “ware¬ 
houseman” role and had 
felt he had little choice but 
to play along. 


He later pleaded guilty to 
one count of possessing 
cannabis with intent to 
supply, one count of pos¬ 
sessing cannabis resin with 
intent to supply and one 
count of possessing 
criminal property. 

Georgina Gibbs, in 
mitigation, said there was 
“pressure brought to bear 
on him”. 

She said: “He fully 
accepts there were steps he 
could have taken not to be 
part of this enterprise.” 

Miss Gibbs went on to 
say Pearce had begun to 
transform his life in prison, 
taking education courses in 
IT, gym instruction and 
personal money manage¬ 
ment. 

He has also become an 
“enhanced prisoner” and 
works as a learning support 
assistant to other inmates 
who cannot read or write. 

In addition Pearce takes 
part in a voluntary drug 
testing scheme to prove he 
is clean. 


Police link metal thefts on building sites 


THIEVES caused thousands of pounds 
damage to new homes under construc¬ 
tion when they stole copper piping and 
electrical cables. 

The damage was caused when pipes 
were ripped from walls and doors forced. 

Four houses under construction in Park 
Lane, Newmarket, suffered around £2,000 
damage when pipes and cables worth 
around £J00 were stolen over the 
weekend of March 20 and 2J. 


The incident is being linked with the 
theft of piping from flats under con¬ 
struction in George Lambton Avenue, 
Newmarket, on the night of Monday, 
March 22. Around £3,000 damage was 
caused when copper pipes worth about 
£200 were stolen.

Warning on 
surveillance 
procedures 



A COUNCIL is to tighten up 
its surveillance procedures 
after a judge expressed 
concern about the way it 
uses its powers. 

The judge, Lord Colville of 
Carlos, recommended that Forest 
Heath District Council made 
changes in its policy governing the 
use of covert investigation 
methods. 

As one of the Government’s 
surveillance commissioners, he 
made an inspection of the 
council’s procedures last year after 
national media revelations about 
“snooping” by councils and 
misuse of powers. 

A report to the council, which 
meets today, says he outlined 
concerns with the council’s policy. 

The report also says the Home 
Office issued revised codes of 
practice together with draft 
“statutory instruments” to 
councils in January. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Lord Colville recommended that 
a new comprehensive policy 
document properly updated and

revised should be drafted, that the 
latest version of authorisation 
forms should be used and that 
training should be arranged. 

“The report to council today 
seeks approval of the revised 
policy, the new forms are in use 
and the training is being arranged. 

“The report also addresses 
recent regulation changes 
introduced by the government.” 

The council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee earlier this 
month asked for a regular report of 
authorised uses of covert 
surveillance which now has to be 
authorised by one of the council’s 
two directors. 

Councils can use covert 
surveillance to gather evidence 
about breaches of planning laws, 
licensing and environmental 
health laws covering issues such as 
fly-tipping and illegal taxi 
operations. 

The council’s policy says the use 
of the powers must be proved to 
be “necessary and proportionate”.

a dispossessed section of our society. 
It’s touching and amusing, I’d like to 
think. It’s also, if you like, about people 
whose aspirations aren’t particularly 
high and, given the poor returns on 
their pension investments, a bus 
trip is all they can afford. 

It’s political with a small p. It 
certainly isn’t candyfloss. I 
think it’s got a point to make 
about how that sector of society 
has been let down in many ways.

other middle class people. I’m not 


Throwing different people together in 
new situations is a great melting pot. 

That’s like boiling frogs. The dialectic in 
this play is you have an elderly driver 
who is nearly the same age as the 
passengers and you’ve got a younger 
driver who absolutely hates these trips 
and would much rather be on the 18- 
30 holiday to Malaga. The truth of the 
matter is we’re all getting older, and the 
potential for bus travel or caravan 
holidays or sedentary leisure activities 
becomes more and more a reality. 

I’ve always written about unlikely 
subjects. It’s true I’ve written a lot 
about ordinary people in ordinary jobs; 
these are people with whom I’ve had 
some involvement with and some 
affinity to, and there’s an absence of 
other people writing about them and 
giving voice to their hopes, fears and 
expectations. These are the people I see 
on the street and I interface with and 
that’s who I write about. They may not, 
in fact, be theatregoers. I’ve always 
assumed that theatregoers are going to 
go anyway, and I always felt, perhaps 
because of my own background, that I 
wanted to bring in people for who, on 
the face of it, theatre isn’t for them but 
who, having dipped a toe in the water, 
think, actually, this is for us. 

At one time, theatre was dominated 
by plays about working class people 
written by middle class people for 


sure that s entirely the case now. I 
suppose I’ve become one of those 
middle class people. The paradox is 
one writes something from a point of 
view, the plays become successful and 
suddenly you’re no longer living in a 
garret. I’d be the first to admit that. But 
that doesn’t mean to say the heart and 
the affection and the empathy isn’t still 
there. 

Sometimes I get slightly frustrated by 
plays about, in inverted commas, 
ordinary people, where it’s all doom 
and gloom. Clearly it’s difficult because 
of economic and educational 
circumstances, and quite often 
dysfunctional circumstances, but also 
there are elements of people with very 
little money to spend who are trying to 
make the best of it. 

That statistic about me being the UK’s 
third most performed playwright gets 
quoted a lot. But I don’t walk around 
thinking about it. My plays are done a 
hell of a lot, but they’re done badly quite 
a bit, and I’ve witnessed them. I’ve 
always thought, if you want to see an 
Ayckbourn, go to Scarborough and 
watch Alan do it, and if you’re going to 
see a John Godber play, see one that 
he’s directed, because I think quite 
often other people miss the nuance and 
just go for the straight, big comedy. 
They miss the poetry and I think they 


also miss the pain. 

Of course I was surprised when 
Bouncers - a play inspired by a 
Pontefract nightclub - became a big 
international hit. But you look back and 
you think, what was it that made it 
work? Perhaps it was the elan of the 
storytelling - just four people playing all 
those parts. Or perhaps it was 
something to do with the truth, with the 
tawdry nature of the evening 
experience. I’ve seen it in Flemish and I 
couldn’t understand what the hell they 
were doing. They could have been 
doing Postman Pat for all I knew. And it 
was recently done again in Los 
Angeles, where they’d set it in Ireland, 
because they clearly thought that was 
northern England. 

Never think there’s nothing left to 
learn, because you’d be wrong. You 
also need to know your enemy - know 
what’s out there and find where you fit 
into the panorama of things. There are a 
lot of people writing plays that could 
have been written by other people, and 
if you’re serious about writing then you 
have to find the pulse, the beat that 
makes it work for you. And once you’ve 
found your own voice, stick to it.

Government statistics, no 
less, John Godber is the third 
most performed playwright in 
the UK, after William 
Shakespeare and Alan 
Ayckbourn.

My Fair Lady sings her 
way to supreme success

MY Fair Lady is a great choice for 
the NOMADS spring production at 
The King’s Theatre in Newmarket 
this week. 

Directed by Allan Baxter and 
starring Danni Scharpf and Eric 
Maguire, it tells the story of 
Professor Higgins’s efforts to 
transform the ‘core blimey’ Cockney 
flowergirl Eliza Doolittle into a lady 
fit to grace any society stage. Being, 
as he thinks, a confirmed bachelor, 
Higgins doesn’t realise the 
consequences and the feelings that 
ensue between himself and his 
prodigy. 

In 1913, George Bernard Shaw 
wrote the play, Pygmalion, on which 
this show is based. He took his 
story from Greek mythology, and 
Pygmalion, the king of Cyprus, who 
resolved to live unmarried, finding 
so much fault with womankind. He 
sculpted a statue of a beautiful 
woman that he named Galatea, and 
found her so perfect that he fell in 
love with her. Shaw’s play, 
Pygmalion, concerns a phonetics 
professor’s efforts to refine the 
speech and manner of a cockney 
flowergirl for life among the 
Edwardian society and, in 1956, 
songwriters Alan Jay Lerner and 
Frederick Loewe set this story to 
music with the classic and the 
multi-award winning musical, My 
Fair Lady. 

Eric Maguire as Professor 
Higgins, is a totally natural choice 
for this role and he blends

exquisitely with Danni Scharpf’s 
Eliza. The bond between them is 
fairly mind-blowing at times, when it 
is apparent how he feels about his 
own creation, as he watches the 
transformation in her.

I f you want to sow seeds 
earlier, have better crops 
of tomatoes and 
cucumbers, and tender 
plants during the cooler 
months, it may be time to 
buy a greenhouse. 

TV gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh loves pottering in his 
Hampshire greenhouse, which 
measures 8ft x 15ft, but advises 
green-fingered enthusiasts to think 
carefully about their needs before 
they buy. 

“Make it twice as big as you 
think you need, because however 
big a greenhouse you get you will 
fill it to overflowing. Buy the largest 
you can possibly afford and fit in,” 
he says. 

“My greenhouse is packed. I 
keep thinking I’ll have to have a 
purge in spring and throw a lot out 
so I can do something new but it’s 
difficult to find the heart to throw 
things away which are growing 
well.” 

Don’t forget to allow for hidden 
costs of a greenhouse, he advises. 
Installing electricity and water will 
make a dent in your budget, along 
with laying a path leading to the 
greenhouse. Things such as 
staging, propagators, watering 
systems and automatic vent

openers, plus blinds, heaters and 
insulation will also rack up the 
costs. 

Of course, not all of us need a 
greenhouse. If you only want a few 
bedding plants you may be better 
off with a heated propagator on a 
windowsill indoors and a few cold 
frames. 

A heated greenhouse will give 
you a much bigger range of plants 
to grow, he explains. 

“Try to get your heating sorted, 
preferably make it electric heating 
which is thermostatically 
controlled so you can save money 
on it. Even being able to keep the 
frost out will tremendously widen 
the range of plants you can grow in 
there.” 

Fan heaters move the air around 
and will heat a larger area 
efficiently, while tubular heaters 
are suitable for smaller spaces. You 


can also buy heated propagators 
and soil-warming cables if you 
only want to heat the seeds you are 
sowing. 

Invest in a maximum/minimum 
thermometer and put it where it 
will be easily read, but out of direct 
sun, which will interfere with the 
reading. 

“An unheated greenhouse limits 
your season from April to 
September, although you can put 
hardy shrubs, flowering currants 
and camellias in there in pots if it’s 
unheated, it will bring them on 
earlier,” says Alan. 

The greenhouse should be 
placed in full sun, because if it’s 
shady the plants tend to become 
leggy. Place it in the most open site 
you can, keeping it around 10m 
(30ft) from any big trees, if you can. 
This is because of the shade they 
may cast and because the falling 
leaves and twigs will block gutters 
and increase the frequency with 
which you have to clean the glass. 

“You can potter in the 
greenhouse all year round but 
there will come that hard core of 
winter from November to 
February when it’s quiet, although 
my own greenhouse has been full 
of scented leaf pelargoniums right 
the way through. 

“We’ve got marguerites 


flowering in there and little white 
jasmine.” 

If you want to grow ornamentals 
in your greenhouse, work out what 
temperature you can keep the 
greenhouse at and grow plants 
that suit that environment, rather 
than trying to match the heat to 
the needs of a variety of plants. 

To keep an unheated 
greenhouse looking good, try to 
grow a succession of flowers, 
which will mean encouraging 
some plants to bloom a bit earlier 
than normal. 

Scented shrubs are great early 
flowerers. The hardy Daphne 
odoraAureomarginata, for 
example, produces pale purple- 
pink fragrant flowers naturally 
early in the year and even earlier if 
it’s under cover. 

Other shrubs which look great in 
the greenhouse include mimosa 
(Acacia dealbata) and Buddleia 
asiatica. 

Investing in a greenhouse will 
allow you to experiment with 
seeds, grow more fruit and veg, 
take cuttings and widen the range 
of plants you grow. 

And it may look pretty as well.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 
Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners.

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‘Chelsea tractor’ 
values ‘to be hit 
by fuel rises’ 


VALUES of used ‘Chelsea 
tractors’ could drop by up to 
10 per cent in the next six 
months as fuel prices 
continue to soar. 

E-retailer, Carsite.co.uk, is 
warning of another round of price 
falls for thirsty second hand 4x4s as 
petrol prices head toward a record 
120p per litre - spurred by a weak 
pound and the lp fuel duty rise. 

The last downturn, during the 
fuel price surge in 2008, stripped 
thousands in value from used off- 
roaders and large family cars with 
many owners unable to sell their 


vehicle on. 

Carsite.co.uk suggests the 
additional financial burden placed 
on drivers by the fuel price spike 
could trigger another drop in buyer 
confidence for large petrol- 
powered cars, stripping as much as 
10 per cent of value from the least 
economical used models. 

Between early February and 
March the AA reported a 17 per 
cent surge in the wholesale price of 
petrol and a weaker pound 
continues to put upward pressure 
on fuel costs. 

Alistair leff, sales director at 
Carsite.co.uk, commented: “With 


record fuel prices potentially 
sustaining at these high levels we 
could see a repeat of the knee-jerk 
reaction experienced in 2008 that 
saw dwindling values in the large 
family car market. Whilst the 
proposed showroom tax will make 
buying large 4x4s even more 
expensive, those who have recently 
invested in a new gas guzzler could 
be about to suffer from increased 
depreciation with their vehicle.” 

Second hand 4x4 models quickly 
losing value in the 2008 price falls - 
and stand to fall again in the 
current market - include the Range 
Rover Sport, Audi Q7 and BMWX5.
